For I know this, faith he, that after my departure ſhall-grievens 
wolwues enter in among you, not ſparing the Flock,: And tuch did 
come in, who taught things they ought not for filthy Jucres ſake.. 
The Pope and his Adherents will plainly appear co be. of chat 
lteck; and ſpring from that curſed Root and Spirit, as his apd cheir 
fruirs vill plainly manifeſt ; for they who. forſook the right way 
did run on inthe way of Ba/aams, for giſts and rewards ;. but they 
have far exceeded all their Anceſtors, and will not be' content 
wita a gift and reward, but rob and take by force, where they can- 
not have it otherwiſe, ſo far as their power reacheth : And this 
running out of the way and commandement of God, is the cauſe 
why they profir not the people at all,though they creep into houſes. 
and lead filly women captive, laden with fin and divers luſts ; and 
chough they are ever learning, ( of their Teachers) yer come not 
ro the knowledge of the Truth, which would make them free 
from ſin and luſt, and bring into that life which was before a lie 
was. And this 1s not the fruit of the Popes Miniſters, for the.

her in their Imaginations above God ; beſides his is clear againſt 
che Dearine of Chrift, who bid them ask in hisname;, for ſaich he, 
Whatfoever ye 45k my Father in my Name, it ſhall be given you, 
(Mark that) and take good notice of it , for be is the only Media- 
zor between God and man, x Tim, 2. 5. For there i .0ne Mediator 
between God and:man, the man C brif ew; for he isthe Media- 
 torofa better Covenant than that which ſtood inoutward meats 

and obſervations, which is eſtabliſhed upon better promiſes ; and: 


for thisicauſe he is/the Mediator of the New Teftament, that by. 
means of:death for the redemprien, of che ccanſgreffiens that were: 
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under the firſt Teſtament, that they which are catled might enyoy. 
the promiſe of eternal Inhericance : Therefore people are trocome 
to Jeſus the Mediator of the new Covenant, and to the blood of 
ſprovkiing, that ſpeakzeth better things than that of Abel , therefore 
ſee that ye refuſe not hum that ſpeakerh from Heaven, who ſaith, 
What ye ask,my Father in my Name, it ſhall be given you ; there- 
fore ceaſe from asking in any other name : Search and read, and be 
no longer deceived, for God is come to look for fruit in the earth, 
and every tree which is not found bearing fruic co God, ſhall be 
cut down, and calt intothe fire.. Read the Parable of the Fig- 
tree, and lay it to heart before itbe coo lare, and ceaſe from your 
Taskmaſters which tell you a houſe of ſtone is a Church, contrary 
ro the Scripture which ſayes the Church z 17 God, the ground and 
pillar of truth ; you may ſee in this they alſo deceive you, 1 Thef.
